in the resolution of investigation passed a 
few days ago and will recommend authority 
therein granted the interstate: commerce 
commission be enlarged. ; 

Perhaps the knowledge of these defects was 
responsible for the complacent att@fude 
adopted by the railroad representatives in 
the two houses when the ways were greased 
for the passage of the Tillman resolution in 
the senate and the Gillespie resolution in the 
house. In fact, it was learned positively 
today that members of congress had been 
informed before the passage of the resolu- 
ttons that they did not insure that full and 
complete investigation which upon their face 
they seemed to contemplate. When a ma- 
jority of the two bodies voted for the resolu- 
tions they did not know the commission. 
could not possibly bring out all the facts in 
connection with the relations of the rail- 
roads with the coal mines and the Standard 
Oil company. 


Defects in Resolution. 


It has remained for the president to dis- 
cover defects in the resolution and decide 
to take action to correct them. Since the 
passage of the resolution he has had a con- 
ference with Attorney General Moody and 
the commission, with the result that he ‘will 
ask In his message that congress: 

Appropriate $50,000 to pay the expenses of 
the investigation. : 

That the commission be given power to 
subpoena. 

That congress declare all witnesses giving 
testimony before the commission shall be im- 
mune from prosecution for any facts of an 
incriminating character they may present. 

The resolution as passed by congress con- 
tained no provision for placing funds at the 
disposal of the commission, although it wae 
well known in order to get at all the facts 
that it will be necessary for the commission 
to employ the ablest legal talent that could 
be secured, in order to grapple with the nice 
law points which would be raised by counsel

It was known also that the commission

Were congress to fail to give the Wann 
sion power to subpœna witnesses, the investi- 
gation probably would fail of producing re- 
suits which honest men who inspired them 
hed hoped to develop. Officials whose testi- 
mony was required to complete the chain of 
evidence showing connection between the 
railroad and its coal mines could remain away 
and could not be summoned by the commis- 
sion.

Under the interstate commerce act and 
amendments thereto the interstate commerce 
commission has power to compel attendance 
of witnesses in proceedings under acts to 
regulate commerce and it further is provided 
that any testimony tending to incriminate a 
person giving such evidence shall not exclude 
such person from testifying or such corpore- 
tion from producing its books and papers, 
but no person can be prosecuted or subjected 
to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account 
of any transaction, matter, or thing concern- 
ing which he may testify.

He con- 
ducted his movements with such secrecy that 
the polite were unable to find anything which 
would justify action-until a boy, who is said 
to ha ve passed some of the checks, was seen 
coming from the house on Sunday night. He 
was taken to the East Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. Inspector Lavin then decided to take 
immediate action, and the woman was placed 
under Arrest on Monday morning. Two 
trunks were taken from the flat, containing, 
besides clothing, a full set of engraver’s tools 
and some unfinished work, which leads the 
police tp suspect that other jobs were con- 
templated. Mrs. Longpré has served one 
term of three years in Joliet for shoplifting, 
having been caught stealing silks in Marshall 
Field & Co,’s store.

Company’s Agents Don’t Know Him. 


It happened, hewever, two of his acquaint- 
ances were on board. He was recognized. 
He did not try to keep his identity from 
these men, but they respected his incognito. 
After that he mixed freely with the cabin 
passengers. 

Among the cabin passengers were two star 
members of the “ Nylic,” the New York 
Life's sacred circle. They made no secret 
of their business about the ship.

igan avenue, in the Masury block, 4 ttle 
south of the present Hotel Stratford. 

Mr. Bemis made $750,000 cash in the brew- 
ery business and he lost it all in the 
that was considered a decade in advante vy 
its time. The senith of ite prosperity and 
popularity was during the world’s fair in 
Chicago, when guests from all over the world 
lavished praises upon the management tor 
the excellence of its wines and table and 
the magnificence of its appointments. - It wes 
Eugene Field who dubbed him Cardinal.” 


Efforts to Recoup Fortune. 

Finally Mr. Bemis lost the hotel because ¢f 
some dispute as to bis title and it went into 
the hands of a receiver. Afterwards, for a 

year or so, ha conducted the Hotel Wood- 
ruff, Twenty-first street and Wabash 2 
nue, which later wag converted into a bes- 
pital for inebriates and burned with mapy 
of its unfortunate oc¢upants. 

Mr. Bemis made a desperate effort to repair 
his fortunes by establishing the Bemis- 
RicheHeu Importing company, dealers ‘in 
wines and liquors, and had his office in his 
fiat. He was president and treasurer of the 
company, and George Dickinson was its seé- 
retary. The concern was not e prosperous 
as was hoped. Mr. Dickinson said last night, 
however, that fie affairs would not be 
jeopardized by the dpath of Mr. Bemis. a 

Mr. Bemis wag a native of Center Almond. 
Alleghany county, N. T., the son ofa 
tist minister. He came to Chicago in 
and was one of the original members of the 
board of trade, priging highly his original 
ticket of membership, for which he paid $15. 

Successful asa Brewer.

DUE TO HIGHER LICENSE. 


They Insist on Receiving Part of 
Revenue to Be Derived 
from Saloons. 


The corridor on the fourth floor of the city 
hall was crowded yesterday afternoon with 
city employés who clamored for admission 
to the room in which the council finance 
committee was in session. Their sole pur- 
pose was to urge the committee to recom- 
mend that the council increase their salaries. 

Several hundred of the employed appeared 
before the committee and pressed demands 
for increased pay, which if granted would 
require the addition of several million 
dollars to the salary fund. The applicants 
insisted that a part of the increased revenue 
to be derived from $1,000 saloon licensés 
should be apportioned to the salary fund, but 
the committee gave them no intimation that 
such a plan would be adopted. 

Only one of the requests was granted by the 
committee, that of the hostiers in the police 
department, to whom was voted $65 a month 
instead of $52.50, as in the past. All the other 
requests were taken under advisement by 
the committee. Fifteen hostlers will receive 
the increased pay. They said they have to 
work tweive hours a day, and find it hard to 
exist on the small salary. 

The hostlers were almost overcome with 
joy when their request for increased pay was 
granted. They left the room with beaming 
faces and were scarcely able to express their 
gratitude. 


Police Officers Ask Increase. 


The police department was well represent: 
ed im the struggle for more pay. The lieu- 
tenants asked for $1,800 instead of $1,500. 
Lieut. John J. Hartnett, who presented their 
arguments, said they have to spend $200 a 
year for uniforms and have received no in- 
crease for many years. 

Next in the procession before the commit- 
tee was the delegation representing 300 po- 
Uce sergeants. They want $1,500 instead of

Plea of Ward Superintendents. 


The ward superintendents explained to the 
committee that out of the $1,400 they now 
receive they e to pay $400 for transporta- 
tion, making the net salary only $1,000. 
Supt. Emmons J. Alden of the Twenty-first 
ward, thelr spokesman. pleaded for an in- 
crease to $1,800, and §400 additional for 
transportation. Mrs. E. A. Paul, superin- 
tendent of the Fourteenth ward; Supt. John 
Corbett of the Twelfth, and John Burke of 
the Fifteenth ward were also in the delega- 
tion. 

The engineers and assistant engineers in 
the city fire department asked for a 20 per 
cent increase, saying they have received the 
same salary for eighteen years. The en- 
gineers receive $1,380 and the assistants

KEEP UP FIGHT ON CRIME. 


West Side Church Members Organize to 
Seek New Reforms for 
Chicago. 


With the $1,000 salaon license secured, 
fifteen west side churches last evening as- 
sisted in launching a new anti-crime society, 
the West Side Civic league, the aim of which 
is to be new movements for the betterment 
of Chicago. At a meeting in the Western 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church the or- 
ganization was formed and plans for action 
were discussed.

Charges Made in the Petition. 

The reasons given by the petitioners for 
manding a restoration of their properties

That these receivers, “while acting as trusteps 
for the underlying companies, have loaded 
them with debts in excess of $3,000,000, and 
the money obtained has been spent for the 
benefit of the Union Traction company.

Provisions in the Leases. 


The petition sets up that June 1. 1899, the 
north and west side companies leased their 
properties to the Union Traction compa | 
and these leases were modified July 24. 1908. 
by mutual agreement. The leases provided 
that the tenant should equip and maintain 
in first class shape the properties and that 
other similar charges, such as repaire of 
streets, should be paid by the tendnt. 

Out of the gross income the Union Trac- 
tion company was to deduct necessary oper“ 
ating expenses and the payment of fixed 
charges on the underlying companies, and the 
net income was to be paid in rentals to the 
stockholders of these companies up to a fixed: 
amount, when the residue was to go to the 
Union Traction company. 

Instead of keeping the terms of these leases, 
it is charged, the receivers for the Union 
Traction company have paid as interest on 
the Union Traction company’s debts $196,416 
which belonged to the underlying companies; 
that they have used $260,489 which belonged 
to the west side company and $141,042 be- 
longing to the north side company to pur- 


have paid for themselves. 
Misuse of Money Alleged. 


The receivers while in charge of the prop 
erties of the underlying companies and using 
their own clerks and employés as directors 
and officers of these companies, it is alleged, 
caused these clerks and employés to issue 
promissory notes to the amount of $1,000,000 
in the name of the West Chicago company 
and $2,316,000 in the name of the North Chi- 
cago company, and this $3,406,000 worth of 
motes was discounted and the money thus 
raised was applied to the benefit of the Union 
Traction company, although the underlying 
companies are held Hable for its payment. 

The further charge is made that under the 
plea of reducing expenses the underlying com- 
panies allowed their corporations to be man- 
aged by the receivers for the Union Traction 
company, but that as such trustees the latter 
held a fiduciary relation to them and the issu; 
ance of these notes was a breach of trust. 


Franchise Question Involved. 


In conclusion the petition sets up that 
there is a controversy between the compa- 
nies and the city as to the rights to occupy 
the public streets, and a case to decide it is 
now pending in the Supreme court of the 
United States. 

In case the decision in this case should 
be adverse to the companies, says the peti- 
tion, it will be necessary to come cto some 
agreement with the city as to an extension 
of franchises. Such an agreement wouid 
mean the payment of compensation, not 
less than 5 per cent of their gross receipts, 
by the compantes, as well as the expenditure 
of large sums of money for the rehabilitation 
of their lines. 

These expenditures, the petition a-cserts, 
the Union Traction company would never 
be able to meet, and so, after the demand is 
made that the receivers either pay buick to 
the underlying companies the money owing 
them or else cancel the leases, the petition 
asks that the leases be canceled “ uy on the 
ground and for the reason it is no longer 
profitable or practical for sald Union Trac- 
tion company or its receivers to hold said 
8 and undertake to perform their pro- 
visions.’

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REBELLION AGAINST SHEA 
RECEIVES A HARD BLOW. 


Several Big Concerns Said to Have Re- 
fused to Make Contracts with “Inde- 
pendent” Unions, Fearing Strikes. 


The Shea forces in the teamsters’ union 
scored another victory over their opponents 
yesterday when large employers refuged to 
enter into agreements with independent 
organizations of drivers. This development, 
it was said, will effectually check the se- 
cession movement, which was expected to 
come to a head this week. 

John 8. Field, president of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company, was said to be one of 
the large employers who took a stand 
against the anti-Shea teamsters. The ice 
companies of the city are about to renew 
agreements with their drivers. The latter, 
who have been claimed by the anti-Shea 
faction, have presented demands for an in- 
crease in wages of $10 a month and expressed 
the wigh to deal with the employers as an 
independent union. 

Mr. Field informed the officials of the ice 
drivers’ organization that only a Shea union 
would be recognized by his company. The 
attitude of the employers is said to be due 
to a fear that strikes would occur more fre- 
quently if the teamsters do not belong to a 
national organization. 

The general movement towards increased 
wages was maintained during the day when 
two union organizations presented demands 
for more pay. These were the elevator con- 
structors and the tile layers. The latter 
obtained an advance of 50 cents a day, mak- 
ing their wages 88, instead of 64.50. The help- 
ers were increased from $2.50 to $2.80 during 
the first year and to $3 during the succeeding 
two years. The elevator men are asking for 
increases ranging from 85 to 50 cents 4 day.

This “ instinctive’ aversion of the prest- 
dent to certain peculiar language, the exact 
purport of which he could not clearly under- 
stand, probably will save the ph af stoi ye f 
of the rate regulation bill. 
review the amendment, which enk. that 
the court might determine whether the com- 
mission had acted within the authority and 
“whether the order of the commission vio- 
la tes the constitutional rights of a railroad. 
This paragraph was not acceptable to Sena- 
tor Knox and other special representatives 
of the railroad interests. They insisted that 
the review amendment must give the courts 
specific authority to determine whether the 
order of the commission ‘‘ violates the con- 
stitutional or legal rights of the plaintiff.” 

President Roosevelt strenuously objected 
to the use of the word letzal.“ He said he 
could not understand why a railroad as well 
as an individual was not quite content to 
stand by the rights guaranteed to it by the 
‘constitution of the United States. He did 
not know what the legal rights of the 
railroads might be, because he was not 
lawyer enough to have at his fingers’ ends 
every possible definition in the federal 
statutes of the rights of railroad corpora- 
tions. He did know, he said, that the con- 
stitution protects the roads against confisca- 
tion, and that was as far as he cared to go. 

Senators Knox, Elkins, Aldrich, Crane, 
Kean, Foraker, and the whole coterie of 
statesmen who are interested in protecting 
the rights of railroads, even to the extent of 
sacrificing rights of the people, insisted upon 
the insertion of the word “ legal in addition 
to the other language, which would carry the 
right of review far beyond the limits guaran- 
teed by the constitution. 

President Roosevelt objected because he 
— not understand what the language was 
intended to meet. He was more than right 
in his instinctive objection, because the 
whole purpose of the statutory right of re- 
view by the courts, as is now becoming only 
too evident, is to permit the railroads to in- 
troduce evidence before the court regarding 
the question of dividends on watered stocks, 
so as not tolimit the inquiry tothe determina- 
tion of what is the actual cost of transpor- 
tation. 


Where the Difference Lies. 
It must be evident to almost any one that 
there is a vast difference between a railroad 
rate which will pay the cost of transportation 
plus the cost of maintaining the fixed charges 
of the railroad, and one which will result in 
the payment of a satisfactory dividend on 
stock which has been watered and watered. 
and watered again. 
There are railroads running into Chicago, 
the names of which are known to all men, 
which have had their capital stock and bond- 
ed indebtedness doubled or trebled within 
the last ten or fifteen years. A rate which 
would have produced a satisfactory dividend 
on the capital stock ten years ago will not be 
satisfactory on the basis of the capital stock 
today. 
The railroad lobby in the senate is seek- 
ing to introduce into the Hepburn- 
Dolliver bill language \ which practically 
will be mandatory upon the courts 
and which will compel them to take 
into consideration the question as to whether 
any rate fixed by the interstate commerce 
commission is sufficiently large to produce a 
dividend on watered stock, entirely independ- 
ent of the original cost of eonstruction of 
the road and the present cost of operation. 
If the railroad lobby canont secure this con- 
cession they will risk a good deal to beat the 
rate regulation bill.

BIG SLUMP IN CYCLE INDUSTRY. 


Manufacture of. Motor Cycles the Only 
Branch of Business Increas- 
ing Since 1900. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—The extent 
to which the bicycle and tricycle industry 
has fallen off during the last five years is 
shown in a bulletin issued by the census 
bureau today. This industry was at its 
height during and just prior to the census 
year 1900. Since then there has been a ma- 
terial decrease in all branches of the industry 
with the single exception of the manufacture 
of motor cycles. 

The decrease in the number of bicycle estab- 
lishments in 1905 as compared with 1900 was 
69 per cent, the number of estabHshments 
being reduced from 312 in 1900 to 97 in 1906. 
Where formerly 2,064 salaried - officials, 
clerks, etc., were employed, only 860 were en- 
gaged in the work during 1905. 

In contrast with these figures, the motor 
cycle establishmente increased from 159 in 
1900 to 2,289 in 1908.

New York Legislative Committee Will

Albany, N. T., March 6.—The senate finance 
committee, by a vote of 7 to 5, today decided 
to report a bill providing for a commission to 
inquire into the operations of the banking 
law, and to investigate any charges against 
the superintendent of banks which may be 
referred to it by the governor.

REORGANIZE THE POLICE FORCE. 

There are three essentials to the proper 
and much needed reorganization of the po- 
lice force. 

Tus first is to get rid of the dead wood, 
Every man who is physically, mentally, or 
‘morally unfit to be a policeman should go. 
There are scores of such men. Why they 
have not been turned adrift before this the 
politicians who have kept them in place 
know best. 

Secondly, every care should be 9 to 
prevent the appointment of unfit men to 
fill vacancies. There ie a civil service ex- 
amination. So there is in New York, but 
with some trickery and a little graft many 
unfit men have managed to get on the police 
force there. It would not be wise todepend 
too much on the superior honesty of Chi- 
cago officials. The more closely they are 
watched the less likelihood of fraud in police 


3 examinations there will be. 


In the third place, there must be rigid 
military discipline and no favoritism in the 
police force. A chief of police who is com- 
petent and willing to take the matter in 
hand can do much. Occasional bluff ad- 
dresses to patrol sergeants and gentle re- 
quests to pa trolmen to do their duty will not 
accomplish much. They are poor substi- 
tutes for the rigid discipline which should be 
enforced to make every man know and do 
his duty. 

The police department is rotten with 
politics. So long as it is efficiency is im- 
possible. If there were a capable chief ot 
police who hated politics and a mayor who 
would back him up, the police force would | 
be speedily reformed.” With 1,000-new men 
added to it, and with.about one-third of the 
present force taken off easy jobs and set to 
walking beat, crime would decrease with 
amazing rapidity. { 

But one looks in vain for that kind of chief 
of police. He is not likely to be found so 
long as a politician mayor is determined to 
keep the police department in politics. If 
the people wish the police force to be all it 
should be they must go to the polls and elect 
a mayor who will appoint and stand by the 
capable, fearless, incorruptible disciplina- 
rian Chicago needs ae a chief of police. 


MORE JOBS FOR CARRIERS. 

The federation of labor has been asked 
to require its members and their wives to 
carry no bundles. The business agent of 
the Parcel and Baggage Teamsters’ union 
has figured out that there will be more work 
for his union if every person refuses to carry 
parcels. This is true. It is also true that 
the purchaser would have to pay for it, if he 
required the seller of every little thing to 
send it home for himina wagon. A larger 
number of wagons, horses, and men em- 
ployed with no corresponding increase in the 
number of sales would compel all merchants 
to increase the selling price to cover the ad- 
ditional expense. Many dealers do business 
on so small a margin of profit that they do 
not attempt to deliver purchases. ‘They 
would be obliged to go out of business if 
they had to pay fordelivery. The monopoly 
of the larger stores would be more firmly 
established than ever. The necessary or, 
at any rate, the usual accompaniment of 
such an attempt to restrict personal liberty 
would be the boycott and personal violence 
toward those who persisted in spite of the 
federation’s warning in carrying bundles, 
A man could not wrap up a pair of shoes 
to take to the cobbler; he would have tocall 
an express wagon. 
catch an early train would have to'summon 
a carriage instead of taking a street car 
and carrying his grip. 

This request is along the line of a Penn- 
Sylvania union’s action in fining a member 
wha allowed his wife to sew on a button for 
him instead of taking the garment to the 
tailor, or the action of that other union 
which fined a member out on a strike be- 
cause he used one of his idle days to white 
wash his own kitchen. ons have done 
much that is good. It is recognized that 
hours and conditions of labor have been 
improved for the workingman through the 
influence of the unions, but for a union to 
discourage thrift, to control the movements 
of a member outside of his working hours in 
such a way as to deny him the ordinary 
household economies’ permitted to others, 
and to compel him to await the tardy and 
unnecessary services of a teamster when 
he can help himself to greater advantage, is 
suicidal, 

As matters are a member of a union has 
the same privilege that every one else has 
of carrying a package or not, as he pleases. 
If he wishes a thing sent home and the firm 
of which he buys is in the habit of delivering 
goods, they will send it for him. If he does 
not wish to wait a day or two, as he has to 
in some parts of town, he will carry any 
reasonable bundle himself.

Mr. Robertson testified that he had experi- 
enced some difficulty in securing the in- 
formation which he wanted, although the 
packers had expressed a willingness to co- 
operate with the investigators. He went 
first to the Cudahy plant at South Omaha, 
Neb., where he was shown much of the con- 
fidential information. of the company, but 


was not allowed to take all the - 
poh data he de 


Sheets Destroyed by Clerk. 


Some of the sheets,“ he said, “ had been 
destroyed by a clerk who did not know, I 
am told, that I wanted those figures. This 
makes my report less complete than I should 
have liked to have it. I told Mr. Cudahy 
my views about what was to be ab liahod: 
He said some ef the information was confl- 
dential, being computations on net costs: but 
I assured him that it would not fall into 
the hands of his competitors. Later 1 re- 
ceived a letter from the commissioner con- 
firming my promise, and I read it to him.”
